White Grubs 
Invade Lawns

Several people have called 
wondering how to get rid of 
white grubs which are killing 
the grass in their lawns. 

Large brown spots are observ- 
ed. Many white grubs are found 
from one to two inches below 
the surface. Often times evidence 
of birds and animals seeking the 
grubs have been seen. ral in| 
the birds and animals control mete 
insect larva would be ideal if 
they did a complete job, un- 
fortunately they do not. Chlor- 
dane is the only material rec- 
ommended for the control of 
white grubs. 

A five or ten percent chlor- 
dane granule or dust is recom- 
mended. 

The white grub is a Jarva of 
the May or June beetle. The’ 
adults appear in May, June and 
July. The females Jay their eggs 
in the soil, preferably in sod. 
The eggs hatch in three or four 
weeks. The young larva feed 
on living roots. They burrow 
;deep in the soil where they hi- 
bernate tor the winter. 

The next spring they come 
near the surface and feed ac- 
tively all summer on roots of 
grasses. It is during this year 
beg they do their greatest dam- 

ge. They spread one more 
summer in the soil and emerge 
as adults in May, June or July 
of the third year. 

The larva are a favorite food 
of moles. By controlling the 
grubs you can control the moles.

If you keep your ear to 
the ground around Mich- 
igan these days, you’re 
liable to pick up a slight 
rumbling among the grass 
roots--if you'll accept a 
mixed Metaphor. 

It’s not a groundswell 
yet, nor does it indicate 
a herd of buffalo is sta- 
mpeding across the 
plains. 

But this stirring of the 
grass roots appears [to 
have some potential to 
turn into a real whirl- 


wind. is 
That’s the idea of the 
unicameral legislative 


system for Michigan gov- 
ernment. 

State Rep. Joseph Swal- 
low, Aipena Republican, 
ig the latest advocate of 
the unicameral system. 
He wants to get a petition 
drive going to amend the 
state constitution to re- 
place our present two- 
house state legislature 
with a single-body law- 
making process. 

Swailow recognizes that 
there is no chance to get 
the idea approved by the 
legislature itself, so the 
citizen petition route {s 
the only one available to 
adopt a unicameral. 

Only one state has the 
one-house system now. 
That’s Nebraska, where it 
was adopted as part of the 
wave of progressivism 
four or five decades ago. 

But the unicameral sy- 
stem is not unique to Ne- 
braska, Almost all city 
governments in Michi-~ 
gan operate with a single-~ 
body legislative system, 
where the various city 
councils or city commis- 
sions make up the uni~ 
caneral.

All counties in Michigan 
also are on the unicam- 
eral system, with a sin- 
gle-body law - making 
plan. So are school dis- 
tricts, and townships. And 
on and on. 

Th cwo-house system 
gained its original merit 
when one house represen- 
ted something other than 
the other house repres- 
ented. For example, in 
congress, the House of 
Representatives is elec- 
ted on the basis of pop- 
ulation, while the Senate 
is filled on the basis of 
state representation. 

This was the way it was 
in the state system, too, 
up until a few years ago. 
Gne house was generally 
based on population, rhe 
other based heavily on 
geography. 

However , the United 
Srares Supreme Court now 
holds that states can't 
make laws on tha: basis 
anymore. The only ac- 
ceptable criterion for ap- 
portioning iegisiaiive bo- 
dies, the court has said, 
is population. 

Consequently in the Mi- 
chigan legislature, both 
the house and the senate 
are filled on the same 
basis-- on a strict pop- 
ulation basis. Both bod- 
{es represent the same 
interests-~masses of 
people. Which, of course, 
is not all bad. 

Unicameral lawma- 
king is not a new idea. In 
many minds, it ranks 
along with other so-called 
good government techni- 
ques as an Optimum i- 
dea-- such things as non- 
partisan elections, and 
city manager forms of lo- 
cal government, and the 


Missouri plan to select 
judges, and other reforms 
of similar mold. 


Several factors seem. 


to bring the Swallow uni- 
cameral effort to the front 
at chis point in Michigan 
history. 

One is the emphasis on 
economy. Why pay 148 
legistators to do the work 
that half that number, or 
fewer, could accomplish? 


Another is the recogni- 
tion that the one man-one 
vote dictum elimin- 
ates the basic differences 
between the constituent 
bases of the two chambers 
of the present legislative 
system. Why run a new 
law through the same mill 
twice? 


Another is the feeling 
that the executive office, 
through the governor. is 
a sufficient check and ba- 
lance on the legislative 
process, and vice versa. 

And yet another --and the 
one that seems to be 


working moar affanetunle

on an emotional basis for 
legislative reform at this 
time-~is what the public 
generally views as a ra- 
ther quesiionabie record 
of accomplishment of re- 
cent legislatures .... 
such things as a contin- 
uing tax crisis, and bud- 
gets elapsing without 
timely replacement, and 
the inexorable tide toward 
full-time, year-round , 
high - priced legislating, 
with al! the expensive 
trappings that go with ic.

As long as I am peeved at 
the DNR Commissioners, I might 
as well go on about the on-again 
off-again proposal to remove the 
ninety-year old dam which holds 
the backwaters of the Stump 
Pond in Grayling. Some of the 
fisheries people seem to think 
this pond is a sort of pot on a 
stove which routinely dumps hot 
water into the AuSable, causing 
all sorts of damage by increas- 
{ing the water temperature. Earl- 
ier surveys, run by another gov- 
lernment agency, do not show 
tts’ to be the fact. However, 
the pressure persists that a 
quarter mile of wading water 
be added to the center of Gray- 
ling. This is to be done at the 
expense of almost a hundred 
years of ecological development, 
and the destruction of a lovely 
scenic view. It is strange in- 
deed that the DNR has suddenly 
become aware of this horrible 
dam put up many years ago. 
If the concern is valid, and the 
DNR feels that dams which im- 
pound waters are bad for the 
river, then why in the name of 
Heaven did this self-same DNR 
construct impoundment dams at 
Conner’s Marsh (over 600 acres) 
and ai Big Creek (1000 acres) to 
release hot water into the Au- 
Sable? Or at Goose Creek on the 
Manistee. 

“These truths I hold to be 
self-evident” —- a dam js a dam, 
bot water is hot water, that 
canoeists are people and that 
mental constipation is an occu- 
pational hazard of those who pro- 
pose DNR policy.
